Facelift for downtown buildings

BOYNE CITY — The 
Boyne Co-op building on 
Park Street and the Oddfel- 
lows building on Water 
Street are in line for fagade 
improvements through a 
state of Michigan grant. 

Ata Sept. 9 meeting, city 
commissioners approved a 
construction bid in the 
amount of $97,682 from 
North Country Construc- 


} 


tion in Harbor Springs. The 
company had the lowest of 
four bids that were sub- 
mitted to the city. The own- 
ers of the buildings support 
the North Country Con- 
struction bid, city manager 
Michael Cain said. 

“This is very beneficial 
for the property owners, 
and is done without city 
funds,” Cain said. 

The grant is available 
through the Michigan State 
Housing Development Au- 


thority. The owners of the 
buildings contribute a 50 
percent match in funds. 
Work will begin shortly 
on the Co-op building. The 
Oddfellows Building fa- 
g¢ade improvements will 
begin at a later time. 
Improvements to the Co- 
op building include a new 
awning and stone on part of 
the exterior. The Oddfel- 
lows Building improve- 
ments include cleaning of 
the bricks and improve- 


ments to the windows. Re- | 


placement of the cornice 
that was part of the Oddfel- 
lows Building would be an 
additional cost if the own- 
ers of the building choose 
to use it. 

Also, at the Sept. 9 meet- 
ing, Cain announced that a 
traffic control order was is- 
sued to raise the speed limit 
from 25 mph to 40 mph at 
the north end of Park Street

EAST JORDAN — Two 
young friends were injured, 
one of them fatally, while 
riding an all-terrain-vehicle 
on a private drive off Pear- 
sall Road in Wilson Town- 
ship. 

The accident occurred on 
Wednesday, Sept. 10, and 
claimed the life of Danielle 
Pawelski, age 12, and se- 
riously injured Tiffany Ep- 
plett-Walden, also 12- 
years-old. 

The Charlevoix County 
Sheriff’s Office is still in- 
vestigating the accident, 
but said Danielle Pawelski 
lost control whilé “driving 
the four-wheel ATV and 
went over a steep embank- 
ment. Neither girl was wea- 
ring a heimet, the sheriff’s 
-report stated. 

Danielle was the daugh- 
ter of David and Gail Pa- 
welski of East Jordan. She 
was a student at East Jordan 
Middle School. Counselors 
were available at the 
middle school for students 
as they learned about. the 
‘accident on Thursday. Stu- 
dents who so desired were 
encouraged to write letters 
about Danielle for delivery 
to her parents. 

One of her teachers, Sean 
Ferguson, said Danielle 
was a fun-loving student 
who was loved by an enor- 
mous scope of people that 


included her family, friends * 


and peers. 

Teacher Michelle Berg- 
quist said Danielle was al- 
ways willing to help others, 
was a patient person and a 
team player. 

Another teacher spoke 
about Danielle. 

“We believe that Danielle 
was a true beacon of what it 
means to be a student, a great 
child, a wonderful friend and 
ultimately a quality role 
model to all of the people 
whose lives she touched,” 
teacher Jeff Komondy said. 
“She will be missed.” ,

Three years after Hurricane. 
Katrina, it’s time to rethink 

yaaliethee programs that 
ure people into harm’s way.

It’s the third anniversary of Hutricane Katrina, 
the savage storm that inundated the Mississippi 
Delta in late August 2005, leaving more than 1,800 
people dead and causing widespread property 
damage. 

Disasters can sometimes shock a nation into 
questioning entrenched practices. But Hurricane 
Katrina, one of the worst natural disasters ever to 
befall America, has failed to spark serious chal- 
lenge to long-standing government policies that 
actively promote building and living in disaster- 


.prone areas. 


Indeed, President Bush in a recent speech boast- 


. ed of having sunk $126 billion of taxpayers’ 


money into rebuilding programs, mostly to restore 
and repopulate New Orleans, a below-sea-level 
bowl situated precatiously amidst a lake, a major 
tiver, and a gulf, in a known path for hurricanes. 

The Katrina tragedy should have called into 
question the so-called safety net composed of gov- 
ernment policies that actually encourage people to 
embrace risks they would otherwise shun - to build 
in defiance of historically obvious dangers, secure 
in the knowledge that innocent others will be 
forced to share the costs when the worst happens. 

Without blaming the victims for having fol- 
lowed their own government’s lead, it is time to 
question whether those policies should continue. 

The first strands of today’s safety net were spun 
in the nineteenth century, as the Army Corps of 
Engineers shouldered the burden of constructing 
and maintaining levees and other flood controls 
along the Mississippi River. From then to now, 
Congress and the states have responded to each 
new flood by installing newer, higher, and stronger 
barriers at public expense, as if the preservation of 
a city like New Orleans in its historical location 
were a self-evident necessity. 

Throughout the twentieth century, new trad 
were woven into the safety net, first in the form of 
loans to disaster victims, then by direct grants, in- 
frastructure repairs, loan guarantees, job training, 
subsidized investments, health care, debris remov-

al, anda host of similar rehabilitative measures. 
In 1968, the National Flood Insurance Program 
began supplying subsidized coverage for struc- 


tures and their contents in flood-prone areas. Sim- 


ilar state-subsidized insurance programs arose for 
hurricanes in Florida and earthquakes in Califor- 
nia. In 1978, the Federal Emergency Management 


Agency was created to coordinate the increasingly 


complex job of government disaster response. 

At each juncture, more aid was funneled to dis- 
aster victims without serious challenge to the wis- 
dom of encouraging people to occupy vulnerable 
locations. 

In response to Mississippi floods, Florida hurri- 
canes, and California earthquakes, the number of 
major disaster declarations almost doubled from 
the 1980s to the 1990s, up from an annual average 
of 24 to 46. Atcentury’s end, Congress was paying 
an average of $3.7 billion a year in supplemental 
disaster aid, with state taxpayers contributing . 
many millions more. 

By gradual steps, this disaster safety net became 
part of the legal landscape, taken for granted by 
private investors and owners deciding to undertake 
new projects or rebuild storm-damaged areas. Re- 
lief programs - by minimizing, disguising, and 


shifting the real risks of defying natural hazards - © 
- became an active force distorting private decision- 


making and inviting even worse future tragedies. 
Thus if a pre-Katrina Mississippian asked him- 
self, “Should I build my house 10 feet above sea 
level, a quarter-mile from the Gulf Coast?” the an- 
swer came back: “Sure, why not? The government 
will look after me if disaster strikes.” 
This entitlement mentality ensured that each 


new tragedy would generate fresh dernands to ex- . 


pand the safety net..In Katrina’s aftermath, those 
demands centered on State Farm, the insurance 
giant that dared to deny certain claims under 
homeowners policies that covered wind damage 
but expressly excluded floods. Mississippi’s attor- 
ney general immediately sued to void flood exclu- 
sion clauses as “unconscionable” and “contrary to 
public policy” and even launched a criminal inves- 
tigation of State Farm’s claims adjusting practices. 
Last year, a jury inflamed by adverse public 
opinion awarded $1 million.in punitive damages 
against State Farm for having stood on its contract 
rights in a dispute involving a single house. That 
case was reversed on appeal, but the victory was 
cold comfort for State Farm, which in the mean- 
time elected prudently to calm the litigation storm 


cide whether to make 
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Let’s stop making disasters 


by paying tens of millions of dollars to settle 
claims for unproven wind damage. Voila! The 
safety net had a fresh new strand, woven at the in- 
surance company’s expense. 

Disgusted, State Farm announced last year that 
it would cease writing new homeowners policies 
in Mississippi. ' 

As more private insurers withdraw from high- © 
hazard areas - or raise their rates to reflect the stag- 
gering legal and public relations costs of offering. . 
disaster insurance - a predictable lament arises: the 
free market has failed, and government must fill 
the vacuum so that the statist safety net remains 
strong. Thus it surprises no one to hear Florida 
Gov. Charlie Crist challenging the presidential 
candidates to push for a federal catastrophic fund 
that would keep insurance premiums artificially _ 
low in disaster-prone areas across the country. 

But the solution is not more of the market distor- 
tions and perverse incentives that have lured so 
many people into harm’s way. The solution is to 
replace the prevailing entitlement mentality with a 
free market in disaster prevention, insurance, and 
recovery. ~ 

In a free market - without tax-paid levees, gov- 
ernment disaster relief, or subsidized insurance - 
anyone who contemplates building or buying 
property in a high-hazard area will need to face 
hard facts about the local history of natural dis- 
asters, the efficacy and cost of preventive meas- 
ures, and the availability of insurance. 

For example, the high price - or total unavail- 
ability - of private insurance will resound like a 
clanging alarm bell, signaling the market’s objec- 
tive view that a particular building plan is abnor-: 
mally risky compared to less dangerous locales. 

With their own lives and wealth at stake, people 
will have every incentive to evaluate risks objec- 
tively. And if hardy souls still choose to occupy 
and fortify New Orleans, or build on an earthquake 
fault, or live in a tornado alley, the risk and reward 
will be theirs alone. No longer will government 
make disasters more disastrous by pretending that 
citizens have a right to defy the forces of nature at 
others’ expense. ,

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If it sounds too good 
to be true, it usually is 


ee scams s and more scams keep popping up all over the coun- 
try and here in Michigan we are not immune to predators trying to 
steal our money or identity. Another con has just come across the 
board when reports from the Better Business Bureau of Michigan un- 
covered a fake survey scam. 

The BBB reported that a “mystery shopper” is trying to swindle 
consumers into becoming a Consumer Survey Specialist or mystery 
shopper by using a fake Grand Haven, Mich., address. Here is how 
the scam works: 

Using a fake name and address, Allstate Survey in Grand Haven, 
Mich., sends a fake check out in the amount of $4,875 from a bank in 
St. J oseph, Mo., to the unsuspecting consumer. You are told this is a 
training period as a mystery shopper and after sending a money gram 
to Vancouver, BC, for $4,340 you keep the rest for the initial pay- 
ment and money gram fee. The only contact number is a cell phone 
from Quebec, Canada, or a fax number from Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. Ob- 
viously the check will bounce once it is presented. 

The company and address do not exist, so if the phone rings and 
you notice any of the above information, hang up immediately. If you 
receive anything in the mail with this address throw it away. The 
whole mystery shopper title is very unclear and doesn’t seem to have 
a clear, concise objective which is why it sounds too good to be true. 
These con artists prey on consumer greed, especially in tough eco- 
nomic times. A red flag should go up immediately if someone wants 
to give you money for doing nothing. 

A few months ago we covered another scam and some feedback we 
received showed individuals in the area have been contacted by these 
scammers and especially in the elderly community. 

The problem is the scams work or else the phony checks wouldn’t 
continue to be sent out to seemingly desperate people trying to earn a 
buck anyway possible. This phony company is located in Canada, 
which conveniently has untraceable cell phones, counterfeit checks 
and a mailing list of needy people. 

We will keep uncovering scams in the area and in the future always 
check out the BBB website or call your local BBB before cashing any 
checks sent to you for any reason. 

Let’s squash fraud one fake company at a time.

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Seminar offers advice on 
surviving ina changing economy
